' the wa r damage suf.t‘ered<, Rehabllitatiai of factory buildings ^ which md been 
under my ai a large scale follomng 2? J|fl-y 1953 ^(tho Armistice) ^vms almost 
completod by the end of 1.958<! and was expected to bo comj5letely^ Clnisiied 
vdthin 1959, however j, residences vrere not very actively rehabilitated after 
the Arniistice and thei'o was an acute shortages in rosidcsices in the city. 

But in. early 1959 vixen nuidier of factory employees residing an this city 
was greatly inci’oased, rehabilitation, of residences xvas initiated on a J-arge 
scale. According to a generaJ. opixxiony hovrever ^ it wculd be several years 
before the city has a sufficient number of residences. Private houses ^X'jere 
greatiy reduced in number after the Korean vfetm axid many of those previously 
lived in private houses had moved into govQrnrriQnt ovxned builhangs or ofiicial 
residences belmging to factor.ies. Private houses nav reimiriing were .rxostly 
old wooden houses or houses built of broken, bi'icks. And nexv factory buildings 
and residences vrore mostly built of bricks and in nxulti'^storieSj, _|-|U|\/| 

giving the city a more modernised a.ppearance..

Ko, 1: Building of the Coke dtatiouj, ilv/angliae Iren VJoi'teo This^ ouilding 
housed various tostallations of this station and its of i ice. It 
was an L-shape structure abc-uf 60 meters long, 10 meters wide^ CvUd 
eight meters high. Its pillars -wore either of angle steel or 
channel steel which were immufacluired by the ilwangtee Iron .jorics, 
and i.ts wall .3 were of this iron plates v/hich v;as also manufactured by 
the iron works, Th.eso steel or iron plates vrere all ininted in 
black.. As of 1959 this station supplied coke and, gas for the heating 
furnace to the ii'wanghae Iron Works,, By the end of 1959 anotlier coke 
statj.on xvas to be nev/ly established aixd was slated to iunctxon from 
i 960 . Then tlii.s coke station was to be named coke statim Wo, 1, 
and the other nev/ one vras to be ixavisd coke station No, 2, 

No. 2: Building of Coke Btation No, 2^ Hvjangiiae Iron Works, This ^ building 
was a straight structure about 40 meters Icmg^ 10 meters vdde, and 
ei^t raeters high. Its pillars xirere either of angle steel or of 
channel steely and it vra,s vjalled with three-raillimeter-thick iron . 
plates painted in black. It -was completed in tte summer of 1959 t 
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and its interior installations vjere to be completely installed by 
the end of 1959® Corapleticn of its ijiterior installc-tions appeared 
to be feasible in vievr of the sitnations in September 1959 ■= It was 
to be put i do operatim from 1960^,

ms a brick structtire about four meters long^ three meters wide^

Buildliig of the Rolling Plant of the Hwanghae Iron Works* It was 
a straight single-stcry structure about 30 meters long;, 10 meters 
wide, and six meters high. It vias v/alled and roofed with ti'U’ee- 
millimeter-thick iron plates which v/ere manufactured by tlie Hwanghae 
Iron Works, and its pillars were of angle steel or ciiannel steel 
both of vdiich were manufactured by the saji® iron worlo. The RolIJLng 
Plant manufactured various typ^s of iron bars.

No, 10: Building of Songriira-si Fire Station, It vi&a a straight', single-story 
brick building about eight meters long, five met^s wide, and four 
meters high. It Iiad gray cement-coated vjalls and vras roofed 'with 
gray cement tiles. It seemed to have been built mmed-iately folloiffing 
the armistice. It seemed to have been under tte control of the 
Songnii-si Internal Affairs Station and vra.s equipped vdtli only on© 
fire engine mounted on a Soviet-made GAS track. 

No. 11: Official residences fox" staff officials of tte itvanglno Iron Nox-*ks, 

These residences v/ere straight single-stoxy block houses which werei 
built in a prefabrication method, each about 18 meters long, four 
meters wide, and three meters high, and r-oofed with ceraent tiles. 

The blocks used for the houses were mostly two meters square and 
15 centimetej^s thick but some were as large as one viiole xvall. 

These rosidonces vrere of similax" structux*© and dmensions as residences 
for co:rt ion employees, but tiiese wre tw-faraily iiouses, while those 
for conrion employees vxere four-family houses. Each family living 
in these residences used two rooms, me kitchen, arid a separate 
toilet. These residences, xfhich seemed to Mvo been built immediately 
following the armistice, totalled about 25 , 

No, 12: Headquarters of the Hwanghae lion dorks. It was a straight two-story 
brick building about 30 meters long, eight meters vdde and high, arid 
loofed ridth gray cement tiles. It seeiiied to have been built iimaedS.- 
ately follovring the arroistice. 

No. 13: Building of the l^aehino Repair Plant of the Hwanghae Iron Works. It 
was a single-stcry structure abait 30 meters long, 10 meters ndde, 
and eight meters hi#. Its pillars vrere either of angle steel or 
of channel steel idiich wore imnufactured by the Hwan#fie Iron Works, 
and its mils and roof was of three-; ailliraeter-thick iron plates 
which were manufactured by the same iron works. It appeared to hair® 
been built immediately following the armistice. 
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NOo 14; Building housing the Hwanghae Iron Works KLP Cosimittee and th® 
dispensary of the Kxvanghae Iron Works d It was m L-shape brick 
building about 20 rnsters long in al-l^ six meters wide and eight 
meters hi^o It had csffl.ent<--coat@d walls and roofed with cement 
tiles. The first floor was used as the dispensary and the second 
as the Party coirsnitte©, Th© dispensary was for merely first aid 
to employees vrh© were injured during work., Serious patients were 
taken to hospitals for treatment. This building seemed to have 
been built immediately following th® armistice. 

No, 15: Building belonging to the Hwangha© Iron 'Works, | 1 

it wa,s used by some clerical post of th© iron works since it 50X1 -HUM 
had no machine installation in ito It was a single-story brick 
building about 30 meters longg eight meters wide^, and six meterg! 
high^ and was roofed tfith three--=millim©ter"thick iron plates 
manufactured by the Hwangha® Iron Works, It seemed to have been 
built rlmmediately follomng th® armsticeo 

No, 16; Building of th© Electric Repair Sts.tion ,5 Steel Manufacturing 
Plants Hwangha© Iron Works, it ws,s a straight Eingle-“Story 
brick building about 12 meters long,, eight meters widSj and 
five meters higho Its walls xvere coated with ceraent and it had 
a flat concrete roof. In this building,^ which seemed to hair© 
been built immediately folloiiring the armistice^, electric machines 
and motor’s of the Steel Manufacturing Plant were repaired, 

No» 17: The largest single basic factory bxiildlng of the Hv/anghao Iron 
Works housing the Steel Manufacturing Plant j. the Roa Steel 
Plants the Thin Steel Plate Plant and to b© housing the Thick 
Steel Plate Plant also from 1960, It vjas about 180 meters long^ 

150 meters wide^ and 15 meters higii,-. Its walls and roofs were 
of about three--inil3.im©t®r“-thiGk iron platas v^lch wer® manufactured 
by the Hivangha© Iron Works^ and its pillars were either of 
angle steel or of channe3. steel which iv®rs also manufactured by the 
same iron works. It was mostly coated with black coal tar. 

Originally it was built before 15 August 1945 (the Idbaratioa) jj 
and was severly damaged during th® Korean War , Its 3 ?®habilitation 
was initiated from irimcdiately following the araiistice and was 
generally coEnp3.sted in early 19 5So Reports said th®t it was 
rehabilitated just like it was during the Japanese occupation.

to have been built immediately following the armistice# 


No# 21: Blast Furnace Wo# 1 of tti© Pig Iron Plant of the Hwanghae Iron 
Works# It was a large blast furnace about 25 meters long^ 25 
meters viide, and 15 meters high md had 600 tons of daily pig ix-on 
production capacity# Its interior xvall was built of fire bricks 
which were introduced from Qhina, and the exterior of fire bricks 
which were mamifactured in North Korea# About 10 meters south 
of the blast furnace Wo# 1 there xvas another blast fornace of the 
same dimensions wliich was almost cOE^leted as of Septmber 1959 
and xdiich was scheduled to be put into operation from, 1960# 

No# 22: Dining House for eaaployees working under noxious conditions 
of the Hvranghae Iron Works# It was a straight singl.e~story 
cement brick building about eight meters long^ four meters 
wide, and four meters high# It was roofed with about tte*eO“ 
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millimater-thick iron plates which i^iere aiamifastwed by ths 
Hwanghae Xroja Works « it seenied to have beea built iisniediately 
following the amiisticeo Those single ©fflp3.oye®s working under

No, 23: Unlcnown building belonging to the a-^angha© Iron Worfcs, It 
was a straight single-^stoxy building built of prefabricated 
blocks and was about 20 meters long^ eight meters wid©^ and 
six meters high^, and was roofed ^jith about thraeHnillimeter- 
thick iron plates xvhich were manufactured by the Hwargha© Iron 
W^jtrks o It seemed to have been building following the sirsaistic© , 
It was not frequented by people and was not equipped with 
machines so it might have been a warehouse^ but it is lmkno^fn 
tsdiat it vf&B accuratelyo 

Noo 24: Office of the Defense Unit of the Hwanghae Iron Works, It 

was a straight single“»story brick building about six meter long^ 
four meters ivld©^ aiid four meters and was roofed with 

cement tiles, Ths Defense Unit checked ©n^sloyoes and. others 
entering or leaving the basic factory building of the Hwanghae 
Iron Works and guarded the btxildingo Guards were civilians and 
wore blue uniforms and carried Russian infantry rifles , 

No, 25: Rear Warehouse of the Hvmghae Iron Works, It is unknown to what 
post this warehouse belonged , but it was a straight singl@~story 
brick building about 20 meters long^ ©i^t meters wide^ and 
six meters high^ and was roofed with about three-mdlilmster^ 
thick iron plates. It seemed to have been built immediately' 
following th© ai-mistice. 

No, 26: Dining House No, /+ of the Hwanghae Iron Works, It was a straight 
two-story brick building about 20 meters long^ eight meters 
v/idCg and six maters hi^^ and was roofed with cement tiles. 

This dining house was used mostly by people living i® a five- 
story dormitory of th© Hwanghae Iron Works and had about 100 seats 

Wo, 27: Warahouse of Dinlssg.Jous© No, 4^ Hwanghae Iron Works, It was 
a straight single-story brick building about eight meters long^ 
four meters wide^, and four meters high^ said was roofed with 
oeo»nt tiles. This warshoiise storing food stuffs for us© in the 
dining house No, 4 seemed to have been built immediately 
following the armistice. 

No, 28 j Office for IkJsearch in th© history of the KLP of the Hwanghae 
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Iron Works 0 It was a straight single-stony brick building about 
10 maters long^ siloc meters vri-de^ and four meters higho Its 
walls were coated with cement and it had a flat concrete roof,. 

This office t®s equipped xvith maty books and pictorisls conc©i»ning 
the history of strug^es of the Korean CoKBinuxist Party and the 
history of KIM Il~song‘s struggles » It seemed to hm® been 
built immediately follovririg the amistice^ and was open to en?)loye©s 
of the Hwanghao Iron Works who held the mOTberehip of th© HPo 

Ko. 29; ITermicel-li Restaurant of the Songnim Consumers® Guilds It was 
a single-story thatch-roof house with liiae-coated walls about 
eight meters long^ four meters h'.gh^ and four meters wid9» It 
was I'ehabilitated from war damages mmediately following the 
armistices, 

Moo 30s Marine Products Store of the Songnim Consumers’ Guildo It xvas 
a straight single-story wooden house with wood board walls and 
a black-painted tin roofj, and v/as about si 2 c meters long^ four meters 
wide^ and four meters higho It seemed to have been built immediately 
following the armistice® 

!Jo« 31 J Life Necessities Store of the Songnba Consximsrs® GuUd® It 

was a straight single-story wooden house t^ith lime-coated walls 
and a cement tile roof and was about six meters long^ four 
meters wide^ and four meters higho 

Koo 32: ¥{^lbong“dong Direct Sales Store of the Songnim-si Coromeroial 
Management Department o It was a straight single-story vjooden 
structure with lime-^eoated v/alls and a cement tile roof;n and

a straight single-story brick building about eight meters long,^ 
six meters wide^ and four meters high^ and had a flat concrete 
roof® It seemed to have been damaged slightly during the Korea 
War and rehabilitated after the armistice , 

No® 40: Consimier's Guild Agricultural Products Store® It was a straight 
sing?..0-story brick building with a cement tile roof and was 
about 10 meters long^ six meter’s wide^ and foior msters high, 
it seemed to have been built after the armistice® This store 
dealed in agricid.tural products excluding cereals 

No® 41:. Consumer’s Guild Dog Meat Soup Restaurant® It was a atraigiit 

single-story wQoden structrare about six meters longj, three meters 
wide^ and throe meters high,^ and had lime-coated v/alls and a 
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thatched roof^ This restaiirant sold food like any other restaurants j 
taut one thing it differed from others was that it served dog meat 
soup in sumaero It seemed to hairs been built a^^er the amistice ® 

No» 42: Barber shop of the 3ongnim-«i Convenience Cooperative « It Tsras 
a straight sin^e-story wooden structure about eight rasters 
long^ four meters xvida^ and four meters high^ asKi had lirae^KSoated 
walls and a thatch roof » It appeared to have been damaged 
during the Korean War and rehabilitated after the arralsticeo 

Ko, 43: Songnim~si Military Mobilisation Departments It was a straight 

single^story brick building with a cement tile roof and was about 
eight meters long,, four meters wide^ and four meters high*. It 
seemed to have been built after the armistieso In this building 
people in WKPA uniforms vrorked and th® chief of the department 
was a lieutenant colonel of tlie NKPA«, 

Noo 44; Rice Gleaning Station of the Son^iim Cooperative <, It was a 

straight single-story wooden structtire with lime-coated ^ijalls 
and a black-painted tin roof and was about 10 meters long^ 
five meters wide^ atd four isjeters hi^« It seemed to have been 
built immediately following the arEiisticeo It also ^p*ound grain 
to fine powder 0 

Moo 45: Songnim-si National Hotels It was a straight sin^e -story 

wooden structxare with lims~coated walls and a thatch roof and 
vras about eight meters long^ sis meters viide^ and four meters 
hi^o It se^ad to have suffei’ed damages during the Korea 
VJar and to have been rehabi 3 .it ated partly. The building appeared 
to be able to accomodate only about 20 persons® 

KOo 46 s Laborers’ Apartment of the Hwangha© Iron Works® It was a straight 
three-story brick building xfith a cement tile roof axid was about 
12 meters long^, six meters wid©^ and nine meters higli. It was 
a new building inhabited by about 15 families® Each family used 
one room and one kitchen, 

NOo 47: 3 ongnim-si Communication Department 0 It was a straight two-story 
wooden building with lime-coated vxalls and a black Japanese-tile 
roof aixi was about six meters long^ five meters wride., and six 
meters high» It was newly built after the amistice® Its second 
floor xvas ao narrow that it was unfit for an office and x'xas not 
in use as of Septonsber 1959 « 

Wo« 48: Songnim-si National Soy Bean Paste Factory o It was a straight 
single-story brick building with cement-coated walls ^ and. was 
roofed with about three-milliraeter-thick iron plates. Dimensions: 
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12 meters long® six meters wide^ fiire meters high. It seemed to 
have been nevrly built immediately foUoiving the armieticeo It 
manufactured soy bean sauce smd soy bean paste ^ vdiich were mostly 
consumed by doimitories of the Hvranghae Iron Works,, 

No. 49: Building housing a store of the Songnim-si Goasjiercial Management 
Department and a national restaurants, It was a sti^ight three”® 
story brick building with a cement tile roof and was about 20 
meters long_^ eight meters xd.de ^ and ei^t meters high. The first 
floor xvae used by the restaurant^, and the second and the third 
floors by the store. This building seemed to have been built 
after the asmistice. 

50 • iJongnim"*sx Internal Affaxrs Station® It X'jas an I»”»shapG single^story 
brick ^buildiag with a flat concrete roof and was about 12 meters 
long in all^ six meters wide^ and, four meters high.

It was located 
in the central part of the city and was used for .fLl-city 
general meetiiigs and other large meetings. 

KOo 53: Prefabricatim Block Factory of the Hwaiighao Iron Works. It
